Attention Given Primarily 
to Poultry Assistance. 


(Prepared by the United Stat** D epartm ent 
of Affilculture.) 
Home demonstration work in South 
Carolina during 1928 was marked by 
activity In many different fields. 
In 
almoat every county attention was 
given 
primarily 
to 
assistance with 
poultry, as it was found that by urg­ 
ing the gel lint of high-grade chickens 
and fine quality eggs a more substan­ 
tial Nam could be added to the family 
income than in any other way. 
This 
■work led in ‘urn to the encourage­ 
ment and support of the club markets 
In various countries, which have been 
a noteworthy feature in South Caro­ 
lina for several years past. 
With an 
increase in returns for their products, 
many of the women were aide to put 
improvements Into their homes which 
they had previously lacked, and while 
no general or county contests In house­ 
hold improvements were held, practi­ 
cally every one of tile 35 home demon­ 
stration agents' reports received by 
the United States Department of Agri­ 
culture mentions a number of advan­ 
tageous changes or additions to equip­ 
ment. 
Among the girls* clubs there were, 
however, a great many community 
and county contests, leading up to 
district contests.

Sewing 
club 
work led to sewing contests, and a 
great many girls learned in the course 
of competing for a prize how to make 
pimple garments for themselves and 
keep their clothes in order.

Other club contests held In many coun­ 
ties were biscuit making, yeast bread, 
and canning. 
H ub contests were often held at the 
two or three day summer camps for 
boys and girls. These camps were fea­ 
tured in almost every county. They 
included some Instruction, as well a t 
club demonstrations and recreational 
activities, and were a source of great 
profit to the rural youug people who 
were able to attend them.

Big Increase Shown in 
Use of Milk and Cream 
The American appetite for milk and 
cream goes on increasing. 
A survey 
recently completed by tile bureau of 
•g n ro tm raf economics, TTHTf ed SI a f e t 
Department 
of 
Agriculture, 
shows 
that tile per capita consumption of 
fluid milk fur 1923 was 53 gallons, 
which figures out to 1.10 pints daily 
for eat Ii person. In 1922 the per cap­ 
ita consumpt Ion was 50 gallons; aud 
tike year before It was 49 gallon*. 
Tile statement has often been made 
that farmers who produce milk for 
the market sell practically ail of it 
aud do not use as much in their 
homes aa do City people. The survey

Missouri, unlike many other states, 
never had a large number of Indians, 
Indian tribes, or warlike chiefs of 
ability. The Osage Indians were the 
only tribe peculiar to and historically 
native in Missouri. The “Mlssouris,** 
who took their name from the river, 
were living there when Marquette and 
Joliet made their famous trip in 1678, 
but they had originally gone there 
from the vicinity of GreeS B«yr Wib. 
They 
were never 
a 
strong 
tribe, 
writes Raymond W, Thorp In “Adven­ 
ture.” 
Other 
Indian 
tribes 
in 
Missouri 
came late, as the Souks, Foxes and 
Delawares. These originated east of 
the Mississippi and settled in Missouri 
during Ole Spanish period. 
The Osages were the distinctive In­ 
dians of Missouri, and well might the 
state be proud of them. The great 
artist, Catlin, states that the Osages 
were "the tallest race 
of men 
In 
North America, either of red or white 
skins.” Few Osage braves were under 
six feet in height, many were six feet 
six inches, and some were seven feet 
tall. They were well proportioned and 
good looking, and In movement they 
were quick and graceful. In war and 
the chase they equaled any. Although 
living close to the white roan for dec­ 
ades they late retained their primi­ 
tive customs and dress.

preach to the Indians, and the settlers, 
menaced by the Pequota, lived with a 
Bible in one hand and a “blunderbns” 
In the other. 
The first almanacs were very small 
and printed In the finest type, now ao 
faded that it is difficult to read them. 
even with the aid of a magnifying 
glass. Rut an original copy will speak 
of many 
things 
to 
one 
fortunate 
enough to handle It, and carry a 
Twentieth-century antiquarian back to 
the days when America wa> gory 
young indeed. 
These almanacs were 
first of all "astronomical” and full 
of calculations useful to the vicinity 
where they were printed.

nating in the wit and wisdom, satire 
and philosophy of Benjamin Franklin
